We recognise the happiness of the 
well known analogy traced by a blind 
man between scarlet and the sound of 
a trumpet because those who can both 
see nisi bear accept tbe aptness of com¬ 
parison between tbe two forces which 
powerfully affect one the optic and the 
other tbe auditory nerve. But scarlet 
(a not tbe exact analogue of a trumpet 
blast. 

Tbe sensation of color is Imparted to 
tbe twain by mean* of 

communicated to tbe all pervading me¬ 
dium. ether; that of sound by similar 
waves communicated to tbe denser 
medium, atmosphere. If tbe analogy 
between scarlet and a trumpet blast 
were a true one. each should affoct tbe 
aensorlum by mean* of vibration of a 
rapidity similar In proportion to that 
caused by other colors and tooe*.
